New School Enrollment Record 


Savs Newton Cars Are 
Insured At Heavy Loss 


According *o the Casualty 
Insurance Companies serving 
Massachusetts, the various in¬ 
surance companies underwrit¬ 
ing policies under the State 
compulsory automobile insur¬ 
ance law lost an average of 
$7.43 on every Newton passen¬ 
ger automobile insured for the 
full 12 months of 1956. 

And that loss held for every 
passenger car in the city so 
insured, whether it was in¬ 
volved in an accident, or not, 
John O’Connor, executive sec¬ 
retary of the casualty com¬ 
panies, declared today.

the .number and cost of per¬ 
sonal Injury nnd death claims 
arising from accidents caused 
by Massachusetts motorists 
reached the most prohibitive 
levels in the 30-year history 
of the compulsory automobile 
insurance law in 1956. The 
companies, he claimed, lost an 
average of $6.43 for every pri¬ 
vate passenger car carrying 
minimum compulsory coverage, 
regardless of whether It was 
accident-involved. 

’’The total dollar cost of per¬ 
sonal injury claims in Massa¬ 
chusetts skyrocketed *.o such 
proportions during 1956,” roads 
the executive secretary’s state¬ 
ment, “that the amount pro¬ 
vided to pay claims in the 
State Insurance Commission¬ 
er's 1956 compulsory rates for 
private passenger cars fell 
$8,200,000 short of meeting the 
cost of claims actually in¬ 
curred by the companies. 

"Private passenger cars com¬ 
prise 87 per mont of all motor 
vehicles registered in the Com¬ 
monwealth,” the statement con¬ 
tinues. 

"The specific allowance in 
the Insurance Commissioner’s 
compulsory rates to pay claims 
is 67.5 per cent, but personal 
injury or death claims caused 
by Newton motorists through¬ 
out the State last year created 
a loss ratio of 90 per cent. 

“Other communities In the 
Newton area whose 1956 loss 
ratios exceeded the Commis¬ 
sioner’s allowance of 67.5 per 
cent were Brookline, 92.9 per

COP Candidates for Governor 
Soon to Start Rugged Battle 

Within a very short time a rugged battle will get 
underway for the Republican nomination for Governor, 
with the contenders setting next June’s GOP pre-primary 
State convention as their target. 

It will be the first time since 1950 that there has been 
a free-for-all fight for the Republican gubernatorial en¬ 
dorsement. 

The eagerness of so many GOP figures to carry their 
party’s banner into next year’s campaign for the Gov¬ 
ernorship undoubtedly stems from the conviction that 
Governor Foster Furcolo’s popularity and prestige have 
dropped sharply in the past eight months. 

The prospective candidates for the right to oppose 
Furcolo are Governor’s Councillor Christian A. Herter, 
Jr., Congressman Laurence Curtis, Republican State Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Charles Gibbons, Attorney General 
George Fingoid, former Governor’s Councillor Bruce 
Crane, former Lieutenant Governor Sumner G. Whittier, 
and former State Public Works Commissioner John A. 
Volpe.

1 English Class 
Etipils To Have 
Papers ‘'Sent Out' 

Students In Newton High 
School English classes will 
have their papers "sent out" 
for correction beginning this 
fall under an educational in¬ 
novation being tried for the 
first time in any public school 
in the United States. 

With funds supplied by the 
Ford Foundation, the English 
department has hired a half- 
dozen "contract correctors” 
whose job it will be to grade 
English papers at the high 
school level. 

The employment of these 
six carefully selected correct¬ 
ors is one facet of the effort 
by Newton school officials to 
more fully utilize teachers by 
relieving them of part of their 
correction load. In this way, 
they will be able to devote more 
time to preparation of lectures 
and to more intimate contact 
with each pupil. 

When Floyd Rinker, chair¬ 
man of Newton Plan Studies, 
announced the plan last spring, 
over 56 applications were re¬ 
ceived by his department. They 
were mostly from women, but 
there was one from a husband- 
wife team. The six correctors 
finally selected were chosen 
after careful screening and a 
summer course in techniques of 
grading.

Sen . Gibbs Defends 
His Bill For A 
Withholding Tax 

State Senator Donald L. 
Gibbs of Newton today defend¬ 
ed his bill calling for the enact¬ 
ment of a withholding State in¬ 
come tax against the criticism 
which has been levelled at the 
measure by various groups. 

He declared that one of the 
things the law he proposes 
would accomplish would be to 
smoke out tax-dodgers who are 
now not paying any income tax¬ 
es to the Commonwealth. 

Gibbs revealed that qualified 
tax experts estimate that 10 
percent of the people who 
should be paying income taxes 
to the State are not making any 
returns or paying their taxes.

Teacher Training 
Calls Tor Liberal 
Arts , Says Prelate 

Addressing the opening ses¬ 
sion of the 1057 two-day sister 
Formation Conference at New 
ton College of the Sacred 
Heart. Archbishop Cushing ex¬ 
pressed the belief that th-; 
trend is away from teaching 
training colleges and toward 
liberal arts colleges in the prep 
aration of teachers. 

The Conference met to dis¬ 
cuss the Report of r. curricular 
workshop held at Everett. 
Washington, in 1956 to consider 
the problem of educating Sis 
ters engaged in the active apo- 
stolate. The Everett Workshop 
was a project of the NCEA 
College and University Depart¬ 
ment, and was made possible 
by a grant from Fund for the 
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Advanjement of Edueation of 
the Ford Foundation. 

The 138-page printed report 
was edited by Sister Marv 
Emil, I.H.M., of Marygrove Col¬ 
lege in Detroit, director of the 
project. Superiors, novice-mis 
f resses. and directors of studies 
from many of the religious 
communities active in the New 
England area attended the con 
ference. 

Archbishop Cushing said he 
thought that there was "a great 
amount of room for the vari¬ 
ous religious communities to 
cooperate and be helpful" with 
one another in training their 
young religious for professional 
work while assuring their train¬ 
ing as religious. The trend in 
modern education, he pointed 
out, was away from teacher 
training colleges and toward 
the liberal arts college.

Still at home are the small 
twins, Jean and Joan, 4, and 
baby Nancy, 214. Most mothers 
of large families feel they can 
put up with anything as long 
as there’s only one two-year old 
at a time, but Mrs. Panzera has 
so much help with little Nancy 
that her two-year old pranks 
present no problem at all. 

FOOD • $300 A MONTH 

Mr. Panzera, now managing a 
Launderette in Arlington, is 
regularly employed as a truck 
driver, but due to the seasonal 
nature of the work, has taken 
on this new job. He and the 
former Katherine Spellman, a 
Newtonite since birth, were 
married 24 years ago at Our 
Lady’s Church. 

The idea that children are 
cheaper by the dozen doesn’t 
hold true when it comes to 
feeding them, according to the 
Panzeras. Weekly food costs 
average close to $70, with 16 
sitting down to three meals a 
day. 

Mrs. Panzera talks in terms 
of pecks and bushels, with Sun¬ 
day dinner alone involving an 
8-10 pound roast, two dozen 
baked potatoes, tljree heads of 
lettuce and a dozen tomatoes 
for salad, three bunches of car¬ 
rots, banana bread, and a pud¬ 
ding baked in a bowl the size 
of a dishpan. 

A WOMAN’S WORK 

On school days, Mrs. Pan* 
zera arises at 6 a.m. and serves 
breakfast until about nine • • 
first to those going to work, 
next to the group going to 
school, and finally to herself 
and the smallest youngsters. 
Then she picks up nnd does the 
beds and muy have time for a 
second cup of coffee and a cig¬ 
arette, before It’s time to stir 
up a kettle of soup and con* 
struct a mountain of sand¬ 
wiches for lunch. 

Although her own work is 
endless, Mrs. Panzera gets a 
god deal of help from the older 
girls who do the three bed¬ 
rooms, clean the livingroom, 
and baby sit. She has a real 
holiday on Sunday when Mr. 
Panzera gets the dinner. 

Occupying a prominent place 
in the kitchen is the family’s 
first automatic washer, in which 
four or five loads of wash are 
done every day. It is the third 
washing machine .the family 
lias had, and is in use good part 
of every day. Most of the girls 
help witii tile ironing as well 
as with the supper dishes, leav¬ 
ing mother to do them only 
when “they *'y off somewhere”. 

BIRTHDAYS OFTEN 

Almost every month brings 
a birthday in the Panzera fam¬ 
ily, with five celebrations taking 
place in March. There’s always 
a cake and ice cream but rarely 
do the youngsters invite out¬ 
side friends, as the family it¬ 
self makes a party every night. 

In discussing the joys and 
problems of a large family, 
Mrs. Panzera emphasized iiow 
much they help each other. The 
older ones button buttons and 
tie the younger children’s shoes 
Tiie girls wash and set each 
other’s hair. 

“We have been blesed to have 
a healthy family” she said, 
“except for Mary Ann’s rheu¬ 
matic fever, which is now com¬ 
pletely cured, we have had al¬ 
most no illness in many years.’’ 

Squabbles over toys or over 
wearing one another’s clothes 
are settled quickly by which¬ 
ever parent is at hand. Both 
believe in sending the offender 
to his room, but felt an occa¬ 
sional spanking is necessary 
and beneficial. 

Preparations for the coming 
wedding have the whole family 
excited, ith everyone teach¬ 
ing everyone else to dance at 
the moment so they can acquit 
themselves properly at the Re¬ 
ception. With fourteen differ¬ 
ent personalities to deal with - - 
none of whom are shy according 
to their parents - - there is lit¬ 
erally never a dull moment in 
this lively Jewett St. home.

• Only two persons in that list—luigold and Gibbons 
—appear disposed at this point to plunge into an open 
battle for the right to head the 1958 Republican State 
ticket. 

Although he has made no official statement or an¬ 
nouncement, Fingold for all practical purposes is already 
campaigning for the Governorship. 

After his victory last November, when he was the 
only Republican to survive a Democratic upheaval at the 
State level, Fingold declared that he would devote him¬ 
self for a year to his duties as Attorney General and then 
decide what he would do in 1958. 

All the present signs indicate that Fingold has reach¬ 
ed his decision and has made up his mind to step out and 
aim for the Governorship. 

Gibbons probably will resign from the State Com¬ 
mittee chairmanship some time this fall and launch a 
drive for the gubernatorial endorsement. 

The status of the other potential contenders is much 
more indefinite than that of Gibbons and Fingold. 

Curtis perhaps could best be described as an "avail¬ 
able candidate.” lie might allow his admirers to present 
his name to the pre-primary convention, but it is unlikely 
that he would go out and work to line up delegates. 

Herter, Crane and Volpe all probably could be per¬ 
suaded to run if party leaders made an effort to induce 
them to dp so. 


Councillor Hcrtcr commanded widespread attention 
with a recent telling attack upon Governor Furcolo. It was 
probably the most devastating and effective blast any Re¬ 
publican has levelled at Furcolo this year, and it indi¬ 
cated what might be expected if Herter and Furcolo shotdd 
be the opponents for Governor a year hence. 

Herter, of course, demonstrated sturdy vote-getting 
ability in his run for the Governor’s Council last year. His 
name also would be a tremendous asset to him. 

Crane retired from the Executive Council at the close 
of last year to devote his time and attention to his own 
business. He reportedly is not anxious to return to poli¬ 
tics but might agree to do so under some circumstances, i 

Volpe acts like a candidate for some office but has 
not said anything to confirm that impression. He might 
well wind up as the nominee for Lieutenant Governor. 
Volpe, of course, has never run for public office and po¬ 
litically is an unknown quantity. 

Whittier has confused political observers by moving 
his family to Washington. That would indicate that he 
does not intend to run for office in Massachusetts next 
year. Some of his friends, however, caution that he should 
not be counted out too soon. 

A group of top Massachusetts Republican leaders 
headed by Senator Leverett Saltonstall undoubtedly will 
sit down some time this fall or early in 1958 and try to 
decide what available candidate would have the best 
chance of defeating Furcolo a year from November.... 

They will weigh the political assets and liabilities of 
such possibilities as Curtis, Hcrtcr, Gibbons, Fingold, 
Crane and Volpe. It presumably will take several confer¬ 
ences before a final decision is reached. 

When they make their choice, it isn’t likely that they 
will try to dictate to the convention delegates whom they 
1 should nominate or endeavor to clear the field for the man 
- they pick. 

What they probably will do, however, will be to throw 
the weight of their support behind the candidate they 
feel would have the brightest prospect of winning. 

That in itself might determine the outcome of the con¬ 
test for the convention endorsement, for leaders such as 
Saltonstall, Under Secretary of State Christian A. Herter, 
Secretary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks, Congressional 
Minority Leader Joseph W. Martin, Jr., and the other Mas¬ 
sachusetts GOP Congressmen between them will control 
a very substantial bloc of convention votes. 

Senator Saltonstall will have a strong personal rea- 
] son for seeing that no mistake is made in selecting the 
next Republican candidate for Governor. 

If Governor Furcolo wins reelection, he will then set 
his gunsights on Saltonstall’s Senate seat. With two guber¬ 
natorial terms behind him, Furcolo probably would be a 
stronger candidate against Saltonstall than he was in 1954, 
when he lost by a narrow margin. Saltonstall will be anx¬ 
ious to head him off next year. 

While there are plenty of outstanding Republicans 
ready, willing and anxious to run for Governor next year, 
GOP chieftains are still wondering where they’ll find a 
qualified candidate to back against Senator John F. Ken¬ 
nedy. It’s possible that someone like Volpe will be drafted 

to run for the Senate.

New Study of Death Penalty 
Is Waste of Time and Money 

It would seem that the members of the special com¬ 
mission appointed* to study the advisability of repealing 
the death penalty will be wasting both their own time 
and the taxpayers’ money. 

The commission next year will; submit one of three 
recommendations to the State Legislature. It can pro- 
I pose: 1. That the Legislature repeal the death penalty. 

2. That the question of scrapping the electric chair be 
submitted to the voters in the form of a referendum. 

3. That nothing be done and that matters be allowed to 
stand just as they are. 

Whatever recommendation is made will be present- 
, cd to a Legislature which already has taken a strong 
j stand on the issue. 

Earlier this year, the Legislators overwhelmingly 
voted down a recommendation that they wipe out the 
death penalty, and they also defeated a bill providing that 
the people be allowed to vote on whether or not they want 
to retain capital punishment. 

The same legislators who sat this year will be in of¬ 
fice next year. They have heard all the arguments for and 
against the abolition of the death penalty, and they’re 
not likely to change their minds on the matter. 

Rut another big fight on the issue next year is al¬ 
most certain. It would be very surprising if the outcome 
proved to he any different than it was this year. A legis¬ 
lator would be hard put to explain why he voted for capi¬ 
tal punishment in 1957 and against it in 1958.

Furcolo Spokesman Silent 
During Hot Budget Fight 

Governor Furcolo’s political advisers will breathe a 
sigh of relief when the members of the Legislature final¬ 
ly prorogue and go home for the year. That, incidentally, 
will not be for at least another three weeks. 

This Legislature has piled one defeat upon another 
tor the Governor, the latest rebuff coming when the 
Democratic-controlled House of Representatives upheld 
the report of its ways and means committee and slashed 
nearly $8,000,000 from Furcolo’s budget. 

Furcolo’s supporters waged showdown fights on five 
proposed budget cuts and were defeated all five times, 
despite almost frantic lobbying by the Governor’s aides. 

One development which caused eyebrow-lifting on the 
part of onlookers was that Representative John F. Thomp¬ 
son of Ludlow, the Democratic floor leader and Furcolo’s 
chief spokesman in the House, took no part in the debate 
on the supplementary budget; neither was he recorded on 
any of the five rollca'ls. 

That caused an unusual amount of speculation in 
the House corridors and galleries. The general belief was 
that Thompson knew the battle to prevent drastic slashes 
in Furcolo’s budget was a hopeless one and was unwilling 
to charge into another fight in which he would meet cer¬ 
tain defeat. 

Had Furcolo been given all the money he w’as seek¬ 
ing, the enactment of new and additional taxes would 
have been necessary. The Governor had recommended 
that the money be raised by increasing the cigaret tax a 
cent per package.

health. Every year gains are chalked up against cancer, heart 
disease, tuberculosis, mental illness and diseases of infancy. 

Last year more Americans 
lost their sight than in any previous year; 27,000 men, women 


and children. 

Why is the sightless popula¬ 
tion of the United States at a 
record high of 334,000? Science 
has made progress in knowl¬ 
edge about the human eye. 
Much has been learned about 
how to pre* ent blindness. And 
yet we have more and more 
blind.

people in our population. Medi¬ 
cal science and higher stand¬ 
ards of living are keeping us 
alive longer. Consequently 
there is an increase in the dis¬ 
abilities associated with aging. 
Older people account for almost 
half the cases of blindness in 
this country. 

Cataract and glaucoma are 
primary causes of blindness for 
our senior citizens. The causes 
of these and many other dis¬ 
eases of the eyes are still un¬ 
known. But they can be treat¬ 
ed and blindness prevented if 
full use is made of present 
knowledge about them. Most 
cataracts can be corrected sur¬ 
gically and glaucoma can be 
controlled with medication or 
surgery if . . . and it’s a big IF 
• • • if discovery is made early 
and treatment begun promptly. 

Experts estimate that about 
a million Americans have glau¬ 
coma and half of these are to¬ 
day unaware of their condition. 

What can we do about this 
needless waste of precious 
sight? Well, how long has it 
been since you had your eyes 
examined? You may never 
have needed glasses or had 
trouble with your eyes. But if 
you’re over 40, you should 
have a competent eye examina¬ 
tion every two years. 

You might find it a moderate 
nuisance to put drops in your 
eyes .every day to control a 
moderate case of glaucoma. 
But you would also be reading, 
watching television, going to 
the movies, enjoying faces of 
friends and family, instead of 
living in a world without sight.

Of the 56 who applied, 19 
were selected to take the ten- 
day course from July 22 to Au¬ 
gust 2. Their teacher was Dr. 
Edwin A. Sauer, who is affili¬ 
ated with the Harvard Gradu¬ 
ate School and who will teach 
some of the advanced place¬ 
ment English classes at New¬ 
ton High this year. He was 
assisted by Miss Gertrude 
Creedon of the NHS English 
department. 

It wds quite an experience 
for most members of this un¬ 
usual class to return to school 
after a lapse (in most cases) of 
many years. They met from 
2 to 4 p.m. to absorb large^ 
doses of grammar and to learn 1 
techniques of correcting high 
school papqjs. Each student 
was required to write a 1500- 
word paper discussing thf 
marking system presently in 
use in Newton. 

Despite the fact that they 
had to work very hard, the 
majority of Dr. Sauer's pupils 
enjoyed the course and a few 
were heard to say that instead 
of being paid, they felt they 
should be paying for the in¬ 
structions themselves. (The 
Ford Foundation paid each of 
the students $50 for taking the 
course). 

Most of the applicants had col¬ 
lege degrees, although not all. 
Their ages ranged from 21 to 55, 
and about half had children. 
All those who completed the 
course wore highly recommend¬ 
ed as “graders" to Newton 
Junior College and to other 
interested schools. 

Their backgrounds were dis¬ 
tinguished and varied, falling 
mainly into the following cate¬ 
gories: 

1. former teachers 

2. language experts 

3. creative vriters or assist¬ 
ants to writers 

4. civic and group leaders in 
camps or YYWCA’s 

5. writers or edito-s for pub¬ 
lishing companies or other 
communication firms—in¬ 
cluding one writer of 
verse for a greeting card 
concern 

This experimental step of 
farming out correcting duties 
is confined to the English de¬ 
partment at present. If it 
proves successful, the method 
will be used in other depart¬ 
ments as a means of combat¬ 
ting the teacher shortage and 
overcoming the tidal wave of 
pupUs expected at the high 
j school level. 

The project is being jointly 
1 administered by the high school 
and the Graduate School of 
Education, Harvard University, 

' and is supported by the Ford 
Foundation’s Fund for the Ad¬ 
vancement of education. 

The system has long been 
used at college level, with pro¬ 
fessional “graders" working 
either full time at the college 
or part-time at home, as New- 
! ton’s contract correc‘ors will 
do. It is one way of tapping 
the resources of the commun¬ 
ity by using the abilities of 
valuable, qualified people who 
could not otherwise participate 
in the city’s public education 
system. 

It is hoped by the proponents 
of the Newton Plan that some 
of the problems of education 
looming locally may be solved 
in this manner.

The Temple Emanuel School 
provides an educational pro¬ 
gram designed to satisfy the 
needs of students in accordance 
with their individual capacity 
and interest. 

Temple Emanuel has estab¬ 
lished a minimum standard of 
three years of Hebrew School 
training for the Bar and Bas 
Mitzvah ceremony, although, as 
a matter of record, a majority 
of students average about five 
years of training.

Senate ways and means commit¬ 
tee and is expected to be report¬ 
ed out to the full Senate next 
week. 

Gibbs asserted that many per¬ 
sons now find it a real hardship 
to pay their State income tax¬ 
es in a lump sum each April 15 
and that it would be easier and 
more convenient for them to 
have a weekly amount deducted 
from their pay envelope. 

Supporting his argument that 
the lump sum payment imposes 
a hardship, Gibbs said that in 
April of last year 66,000 persons 
did not pay their taxes when 
they filed their State income tax 
returns. 

That number, he asserted, in¬ 
creased to 86,000 this year. 

"Should State income taxes 
increase with the coming years, 
as is bound to be the case, the 
hardship to pay in one lump 
sum will increase in direct pro¬ 
portion,” Gibbs observed. 

He said that stripped down to 
the basic essentials, his bill pro¬ 
vides that the State income tax¬ 
es will be deducted from a per¬ 
son’s pay in the same manner 
as the federal income tax. That 
is now done, he said, in 16 of 
the 35 States which have an in¬ 
come tax law. 

"This is in no sense an in¬ 
crease tax," Gibbs declared. "It 
only changes the method of pay¬ 
ing your present taxes. You 
will pay no more than you are 
now paying.” 

Other States, such as Minne- 
soto and Wisconsin, Gibbs stat¬ 
ed, have "noted with alarm” the 
"disturbing” increase in the 
number of persons filing tax re¬ 
turns without making pay¬ 
ments. • 

The Newton Senator said that 
all Massachusetts taxpayers 
"should be vitally interested in 
any proposal which will reduce 
to an absolute minimum the 
number of people who should 
be paying a State income tax 
but for various reasons are 
ducking their responsibility." 

“Competent tax men estimate 
that 1 out of 10 individuals right¬ 
fully liable for Massachusetts 
income taxes is not filing a 
return or paying his taxes,” 
Gibbs asserted. 

"This naturally means that 
the honest taxpayer has to as¬ 
sume this individual’s share of 
taxes, which is not right by any 
yardstick of measurement,” he 
added. 

He said that in 1954 when 
former State Tax Commissioner 
Schan issued an order designed 
to induce delinquent taxpayers 
to make voluntary disclosure of 
unpaid State income taxes, the 
publicity given the matter "scar¬ 
ed in 126,000 new taxpayers and 
brought in some $5,500,000 in 
new revenue.” Gibbs emphasiz¬ 
ed that he quoted these figures 
to show the seriousness of the 
situation.” 

He said that 9 out of 10 
people favor the adoption of 
the bill, that the Massachusetts 
League of Women Voters en¬ 
dorsed it, that it has the approv¬ 
al of labor organizations, has 
been given a favorable report 
by the legislative committee on 
taxation and was approved by 
the House Representatives by a 
vote of 162 to 64. 

Senator Gibbs quoted State 
Tax Commissioner Joseph P. 
Healey as asserting that it will 
be no trouble to install the 
withholding system and that 
the cost will be small. 

"It will be an improvement 
over our present system,” he 
added. "The trend around the 
country is towards a withhold¬ 
ing tax." 

Gibbs said that Healey told 
of a recent conference of tax 
collectors at Poland Springs, 
Me., where it was agreed that 
a withholding tax exposes tax 
dodgers who can’t be weeded 
out by any other method. 

Gibbs predicted that a with¬ 
holding State income tax law 
would bring an additional $10,- 
000.000 into the State treasury, 
would mean that all persons 
were treated equitably in shar¬ 
ing the tax burden and would 
make it easier for the average 
person to meet his tax obliga¬ 
tions.

Being Probed 

An investigation by the State

Myer Moskow of 147 Wood- 
chester drive also reported see¬ 
ing someone running across his 
back yard at about the time of 
the fire. 

Chief Perkins asserted that 
the fire started in the cellar of 
the building. The structure 
was almost completely engulfqjl 
in flames when the firefighters 
arrived. 

Mrs. Renee Berman of 20 
Woodlawn drive noticed the 
flames and smoke from the un¬ 
occupied building and sent her 
14-ycar-old son Wayne to turn 
in a fire alarm. 

Lt. Joseph P. Walton, 48, of 
62 Boy street, Newton, attached 
to Engine 3, was taken to the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital fo> 
treatment for injuries suffered 
when he was struck on the left 
shoulder by falling debris from 
the burning building. 

Because two alarms were 
sounded in order to get enough 
equipment to bring the blaze 
under control, apparatus from 
Wellesley. Watertown and Wal¬ 
tham covered the Newton sta¬ 
tions under the mutual assist¬ 
ance agreement. 

So strongly was the blaze go¬ 
ing when firefighters arrived 
that the sparks ignited two 
utility polos and a tree. 

Residents in the Woodchester 
drive section expressed high 
praise of the work done by fire¬ 
fighters in preventing the con¬ 
flagration from spreading to 
other dwellings in the area. 

Damage from the fire was 
estimated by fire department 
officials at $35,000.

Change in Employment Security 
May Qualify Some for Benefits 


Some men and women may be 
eligible for unemployment In¬ 
surance benefits under a spe¬ 
cial act of the legislature signed 
by Governor Foster Furcolo this 
month. This was announced 
today by John F. Kenncaly, 
manager of the Division of Em¬ 
ployment Security Office, 290 
Centre street, Newton. 

"Last October the Employ- 
. ment Security Law was amend¬ 
ed by changing the period of 
time used by the Division for 
establishing the amount of 
benefits for w’hich a claimant 
could qualify,” Kennealy ex¬ 
plained. “In computing a 
claimant’s benefits his wages 
in a so-called base period are 
used, and if those wages were 
loss than $500 he cannot qualify 
lor any unemployment insur¬ 
ance.” 

When the base period was 
changed some claimants found 
that they had no benefits due 
them because of this amend¬ 
ment to the law, and it was to 
correct this condition that the 
special act of the legislature 
was enacted. 

Kennealy said that it is im¬ 
possible to estimate at this time 
how many men and women 
were in this category as some 
did not file a claim at that 
time while others did. Those 
who are on record of entering 
a claim during the October- 


December 1956 period and- be¬ 
ing denied benefits because of 
wages less than $500 arc being 
notified by the Newton Employ¬ 
ment Office to come in and 
discuss their claim and find out 
if they can now qualify under 
this special legislation. 

“Any man or woman who did 
not file a claim during October, 
November or December 1956, 
because of not having sufficient 
Wages under the new definition 
of base period, should now call 
at the Employment Office and 
find out if he or she qualify 
under this present legislation,” 
Kennealy stated. 

“This new la!w provides a spe¬ 
cial base period of time that 
was dropped because of the 
October 1956 amendment. This 
means that if a person had 
earnings of $500 or more dur¬ 
ing the July 1, 1955-June 30, 
1956 period, and was unem¬ 
ployed sometime during the 
last three months of 1956 it is 
possible he may now qualify 
for unemployment insurance 
for that period of unemploy¬ 
ment.” 

This special act of the legis¬ 
lature provides also that the 
Division cannot re establish one 
of these claims if the claimant 
fails to report to the Employ¬ 
ment Office prior to November 
1, 1957.

These programs provided in¬ 
struction in various craft tech¬ 
niques and enabled the leaders 
to more successfully carry on 
handcraft at their respective 
play areas. 

To enumerate the countless 
games and activities engaged in 
at the District One playgrounds 
would make a huge list. How¬ 
ever, it may be reported that 
almost every conceivable game 
was enjoyed, in addition to 
such old favorites as baseball 
and softball. Each playground 
also developed several fascinat¬ 
ing and unusual games peculiar 
to its own physical anatomy 
and the desires of the children. 

But among the usual daily 
activities were participation in 
boy’s baseball leagues and girl’s 
softball and schlag ball leagues 
The Horace Mann playground 
boasted the District One boy’s 
midget baseball champions 
while the Victory Field girls 
won the City softball champion¬ 
ship. Handcraft, basketball, vol¬ 
leyball, football, tennis, table 
and field games also proved re¬ 
liable favorites. 

In addition to these usual 
daily activities, the 1957 sum¬ 
mer season w’as enhanced by a 
number of special events. On 
July 16, ever 200 children par¬ 
ticipated in a Bicycle Safety 
Program under the supervision 
of Officer Charles Feeley and 
the Newton Police Department. 
Big Brother Bob Emery brought 
his “Playground USA” televi¬ 
sion cameras onto the Carr 
Playground, so unusual and in¬ 
structive was the program. 

On July 23, the Boston Chil¬ 
dren's Travelling Theatre play¬ 
ed to a capacity audience at 
the Newton High School ath¬ 
letic field. Over 200 youngsters 
from District One were delight¬ 
ed by enthralling performances 
of "Indian Captive” and Cinder¬ 
ella”. 

On July 29, some 200 boys 
and girls attended a Red Sox 
baseball game at Fenway Tark 
as guests of the management 
On August 4-6, the City-wide 
Tennis Championship Tourna¬ 
ment was staged at the Burr 
Clay Courts with District One’s 
Cold Spring’s Playground suc¬ 
cessfully defending its girl’s 
junior championship and adding 
Ihe girl’s senior championship. 

Other special events enrich¬ 
ing the program included trips 
tc symphony concerts and 
beaches and use of a story-tell¬ 
er loaned to the Department 
through the courtesy of the 
Newton Fx - ee Library. 

To stimulate a friendly com¬ 
petitive spirit in the typical 
American tradition, it has been 
(ho custom of the Department 
to preset achievement awards 
to the outstanding boy and girl 
at each playground. The win¬ 
ners of these awards, based 
upon superiority, in participa¬ 
tion, leadership, neatness, co 
operation, courtesy, and good 
sportsmanship, are selected by 
the leaders at each respective 
playground. The presentation of 
these awards is the highlight of 
Field Day which is, in turn, the 
climax of eight weeks of sum¬ 
mer fun on the playgrounds. 

A heartening factor this year, 
as in the past, has been the 
ever-growing number of par¬ 
ents who have shown their in¬ 
terest by enthusiastically aiding 
and assisting in the execution 
of the summer programs. Their 
unstinting cooperation is a re¬ 
liable yardstick by which to 
measure the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment’s success in reaching th" 
citizens of Newton. 

Attendance at all the play¬ 
grounds has been gratifying 
and is all the more so when ono 
realizes the many and varied 
attractions offered the modern 
youth. However, it is doubtful 
u any of today’s numerous fas 
cinations can rival the neighbor 
hood playground. More than 
merely learning how to weav- 
a potholder or how to throw

manship, and is improved so¬

Such results are all the more 
surprising when it is realized 
<hat attendance is purely volun¬ 
tary and the playground leader 
exercises only the minimum of 
authority as compared to school 
authorities. The children attend 
and participate because they 
want to, because the recreation 
programs are enjoyable and in¬ 
teresting, in addition to being 
profitable in later years. 

Thus, viewed as a whole, Rec 
reation Commissioner C. Evan 
Johnson and the entire Depart¬ 
ment feel that the summ.r play¬ 
ground season—mt only in Dis¬ 
trict One, but throughout the 
City,—has been highly success¬ 
ful 


Something CAN Be Done 


By The U.C.S. 
Rehabilitation Council 

This column is provided by 
United Community Services to 
describe various rehabilitation 
facilities available in the Met¬ 
ropolitan Boston area for hand¬ 
icapped children and adults. 

Throughout history, pulmon 
ary tuberculosis — sometimes 
known as consumption — has 
been treated in many different 
ways. It was a long time before 
it was learned that TB was not 
just a condition of “being deli¬ 
cate” but w p as an infectious dis¬ 
ease 'which could be spread 
within families or communities. 

Although diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment of pulmonary tuberculosis 
has advanced tremendously, the 
disease is by no means licked 
in this country. The only way to 
wipe it out is by finding chil¬ 
dren and adults with TB, mak¬ 
ing sure they are not infectious 
to their family or friends and 
by controlling or arresting the 
disease. 

People who have had TB can 
learn what their limitations are, 
how to take care of themselves 
and how to lead safe, useful 
lives in the community and in 
employment. 

llow can tell if 1 have tubercu¬ 
losis? 

It can be diagnosed only by 
X-ray and laboratory studies. 
But you can check yourself by 
having yearly chest X-rays. You 
should check immediately with 
your doctor or clinic if you are 
iosing weight for no reason, are 
tired all the time or have “night 
sweats." 

Where can I have a free chest. 
X-ray? 

At a mobile X-ray unit, at 


your local Health Department, 
your county or state hospital or 
sanatorium. If in doubt, call 
your local tuberculosis associa¬ 
tion for information. 

I’ve been told I have tulierculo- 
sis nnd should be in the hos¬ 
pital, hut how ran I take enre 
of my family that way? 

There are TB organizations 
throughout the state to help 
you take care of your family, 
to see that you get treatment 
and to return you to employ¬ 
ment after you are well again. 
Ask your Public Health nurse 
or your local tuberculosis as 
sociation for help. At the hos¬ 
pital the medical social worker 
or rehabilitation worker can 
help you. Remember, you do 
your family no favor staying at 
home and possibly giving them, 
your friends and your fellow 
employees tuberculosis. 

How long would I have to re¬ 
main in the sanatorium? 

It depends on how long you’ve 
waited for treatment and how 
advanced your illness is. It 
usually is anywhere from six 
months to two years. 

Will I he able to return to the 
same job after I leave .the hos¬ 
pital? 

Probably, but it depends on 
what your job is and how sc- 
\erc your illness. If you cannot, 
see the rehabilitation counselor 
at the hospital or contact the 
Massachusetts Rehab ilitation 
Commission. In your commun¬ 
ity, you can get help in retrain¬ 
ing or in locating a different job 
from your Public Health nurse 
or your tuberculosis associa¬ 
tion.

Living With Your Heart 

(“Idling Willi Ynur Ilf a rt" I* written anil iliolriliiiteil weekly a* a public 
service by till- Mu**ueliu*ett» Heart Auxorlnllnn) 


Dcsipte the steady advance 
of medical science in the treat¬ 
ment of heart disease and exten¬ 
sive research programs design¬ 
ed to give a better knowledge 
of the heart and circulatory sys¬ 
tems, the statistics remind us 
that our hearts remain the na¬ 
tion’s first health problem. 

This is because \ye unwitting¬ 
ly set the stage for heart at¬ 
tacks by living in such a man¬ 
ner as to contract coronary ar¬ 
teriosclerosis, a condition lead¬ 
ing to many serious cardiac 
complications and generally un¬ 
suspected until heart trouble 
strikes. 

Americans today live a softer, 
better fed, more-indulged life 
than at any time in our history 
and, since our high-fat diet and 
lack of exercise give at least in¬ 
direct evidence of a li|ik with 
heart attack, we may be paying 
the piper for it. 

While medical science, thru 
Massachusetts’ medical centers 
and in other U. S. research lab¬ 
oratories, continues seeking the 
basic causes of heart disease in 
scores of varying approaches, 
there is little" prospect of an 
immediate change in our ex¬ 
tremely serious heart-attack 
statistics. 


Under these circumstances, it 
is wise to know what to do if 
somebody has a heart attack in 
your presence. 

This is how you can be most 
helpful: 

1. Call a doctor at once. This 
is vital, because heart attacks 
frequently are accompanied by 
pain which only medical aid can 
help — so be prompt. 

2. Help the patient take the 
position most comfortable for 
him. Probably this will be half¬ 
way between lying and sitting 
because a heart attack victim 
usually cannot breathe comfort¬ 
ably if he is lying flat. 

3. Don’t try to carry or lift 
the patient without a doctor’s 
supervision. 

4. Loosen tight clothing, such 
as belts and neckties. 

5. See that he doesn’t become 
chilled, but be careful not to in¬ 
duce sweating with too many 
blankets. 

6. Do not give stimulants. 

7. Keep your head — if you 
panic, it is bad for the patient. 
Try to keep calm and reassured. 

And remember, tens of thous¬ 
ands of Americans have heart 
attacks every year — and re¬ 
cover to go on to happy, 
healthy, useful living.

Food Facts and Home Hints 


Good news for food shoppers 
is the plentiful supply of broil¬ 
ers in local markets. These 
local broilers have been bred so 
that they have more tender 
meat in proportion to the bone. 
Due to the large demand for 
these young tender • meated 
chickens during the summer 
months, many markets show 
slight price increases. 

Generally, however, broilers 
are still considered low. low in 
cost. Because of the advances 
made in the broiler industry 
which have made it possible 
to expand and become more ef¬ 
ficient, substantial reductions in 
the cost of broilers can be 
passed on to the consumer. 
Many poultry economists pre¬ 
dict that during the latter part 
of August and throughout Sep¬ 
tember prices will be lower 
than they have been this year. 

Broilers, sometimes called 
fryers, since there is no official 
distinction between them, are 
an economical food which offer 
high protein and low fat to the 
diet as well as a special flavor 
treat to the palate. To make 


sure these broilers are that 
special treat, be sure to cook 
them properly at low tempera¬ 
tures — as is correct for all 
poultry cooking. 

To broil chicken so that it is 
juicy and thoroughly cooked, 
place the chicken pieces 6 to 8 
inches below the broiler unit. 
A 2'j pound bird will take ap 
proximately 40 minutes to 
broil. The pieces can be brushed 
with seasoned melted butter or 
favorite barbecue sauce during 
broiling time.

Gov. Furcolo Gains Control 

Of Biggest Patronage Dept. 

Governor Furcolo is gradually moving closer toward 
complete control over the important State departments 
on which he set his sights when he first assumed office a 
little more than eight months ago. 

At that time Furcolo was understandably anxious to 
p'ace men of his own choosing at the head of the State 
Public Works Department, the Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission and the State Department of Public Safety. 

The appointments of the three men running those 
branches of the State government — Carl A. Sheridan, 
Charles W. Greenough and Otis M. Whitney — all were 
scheduled to extend beyond Furcolo’s term of office. 

None of the three was willing to step out to make way 
for a Furcolo appointee, and it became quickly apparent 
that the Governor could not marshal the votes in the Exec¬ 
utive Council to oust any of the trio. 

That didn’t mean, however, that Furcolo and his ad¬ 
visers abandoned hope of eventually gaining full control of 
the three departments. Now they are achieving their No. 
1 objective without anything resembling a political blood 
bath.

16,102 Pupils 
Registered In 
Public Schools 

Newton has 16,102 pupils en¬ 
rolled in its public school sys¬ 
tem — 612 more than a year 
ago. 

That is almost precisely the 
jump which has been anticipat¬ 
ed by Superintendent of Schools 
Harold B. Gores. Superintendent 
Gores had estimated in advance 
that the city's public school reg¬ 
istration would go up 600. 

Even though Newton has an 
all-time record high school en¬ 
rollment, classes were started 
smoothly and without incident 
this week as freshly scrubbed 
boys and girls, their faces shin¬ 
ing, trooped back to answer the 
opening bell. 

The biggest registration in¬ 
crease, as had been anticipated, 
was in the elementary schools, 
where the enrollment rose 314.

Police, Firemen, Teachers, 
Nurses To Get 1st Flu Shots 


As soon as the anti-Asian flu 
vaccine becomes available, mem¬ 
bers of Newton’s police, fire and 
school departments and the per¬ 
sonnel of the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital will be inoculated 
against the disease threatening 
this region of the country this 
fall. 

Under plans formulated at 
the direction of Mayor Howard 
Whitmore, Jr., the attempt to 
immunize the policemen, fire¬ 
fighters and teachers along 
with the hospital attaches, will 
come first but the Mayor like¬ 
wise intends to cover all of the 
2100 city employees who wish 
to take the inoculations. 

Hospital officials liave placed 
an order for 100 shots of the 
vaccine. It is expected that 
about 700 shots will be re¬ 
quired for the personnel. Tlie re¬ 
mainder will he stocked for 
patients. 

City workers will be inoculat¬ 
ed under the direction of Dr. 
Henry W. Godfrey, acting pub¬ 
lic health officer. 

Dr. Godfrey points out the 
number of recorded cases of 
Asian flu is now on the increase 
throughout the U. S. 

"It is anticipated,’’ he said, 
“that the infection will spread

to take the escapees’ attention, 
but Mr. and Mrs. Betts realized 
they might have been killed if 
they attempted to escape from 
their own house.

Newton’s Dog Problem 

Some weeks ago, the Board of Aldermen after a lively 
debate rejected a proposed city ordinance which would 
have banned dogs from school buildings while classes 
were in session and from playgrounds during certain 
hours of the day. 

The order at the time was backed by a civic organiza¬ 
tion, and it had some articulate supporters in the Alder- 
nianic Board. 

There is no question but that the agitation for the 
imposition of the curbs on Newton’s canine population will 
be renewed with greater force and energy unless some 
owners of dogs assume a greater degree of responsibility 
for the whereabouts of their pets. 

This writer yields to no one as a lover of dogs. We 
feel that it is a wonderful thing for a family with children 
to have a dog. But wc must agree that a dog rambling 
through a school building and disrupting classes is a nuis¬ 
ance, and so is a dog nipping at the heels of a frightened 
child on a playground. 

Newton schools are now back in session. The teach¬ 
ers staffing those have an important job to do. They have 
far too many other duties to be obliged to take time out 
to chase dogs out of their classrooms, aware that they 
might be bitten in the process of endeavoring to do so. 

When this matter was under discussion by the Board 
of Aldermen, one member demanded to know how the 
dogs were expected to distinguish between the hours when 
they were supposed to stay off playgrounds and the pe¬ 
riods when it was all right to ramble across them. 

Another Alderman replied that it isn’t reasonable to 
expect the dogs to be able to tell the time but that it is 
reasonable to expect their owners to assume some respon¬ 
sibility for the action of their pets. 

That about sums up the situation. Unless dog-owners 
do assume the responsibility of keeping their canine pets 
out of schools, the Aldermen will have little alternative but 
to enact some kind of ordinance to halt a nuisance which 
has serious possibilities.

High-Geared Relaxation 

By and large Americans never had it so good. 

At least that’s the way a Boston University pro¬ 
fessor, Dr. James A. Wylie of Needham, sees it. Only 
trouble, in the good professor’s opinion is that we don't 
know what to do about it. 

The professor has a point there. 

Save in a few jobs the 48-hour and 52-hour week 
is a thing of the past. The trend is to shorter and shorter 
periods of work — longer and longer periods of free time. 

Is that good? 

We don’t know. 

Dr. Wylie finds that few people in this modern, 
highly-geared civilization know how to relax. In the sum¬ 
mer time they’ll pack a lot of action into the free time 
during their week ends. They’ll pack families into auto¬ 
mobiles — drive at a mad pace over highways choked 
with traffic and bathed in carbon monoxide. 

Parents and children will spend a blistering afternoon 
under the sun trying to acquire a tan as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. Then it’s the mad rush through traffic and carbon 
monoxide back home. ^ 

Comes the winter time—the fall and the spring—and 
the families plot more high-speed recreation for the week¬ 
ends. 

If there’s a let-down in the strain of everyday living 
It Isn't apparent on the surface. The recreation-seekers 
work just as hard hunting down their recreation as they 
do gathering their livelihood out of work. 

Take the average office on a Monday morning; or 
shop, or store or factory. 

What’s the most certain topic of conversation? Con¬ 
versation will either start or veer ’round to the fact that 
most weekenders are tired or at least un-refreshed. They 
worked too hard relaxing. 

We like Dr. Wylie’s suggestion that Americans find 
new and more simple ways to relax. We like his ideas that 
the backyard can offer a lot of fun—and we don’t mean 
those weenie roasts which can be an abomination for all 
their often phony informality. 

Due to the tremendous advances of the medical 
science, folks are living longer. Due to the persistent prog¬ 
ress of technology and its allied arts we're finding ma¬ 
chines which keep right on cutting down the hours of the 
work week. 

But have Americans found the way really to relax 
now that they have more time to do so. 

We doubt it. We’re convinced that Professor Wylie 
has some pretty sound ideas along those lines. 

We know a lot of people who could benefit from some 
college level courses on how to relax while relaxing.

Another State agency to which Furcolo has been giv¬ 
ing his attention is the division of employment security 
which handles unemployment compensation.

Archambault’s friends, however, are not certain that 
he would want to remain in the State service under a hos¬ 
tile Governor who has threatened to try for his scalp. 

Why Furcolo is so anxious to put his own man in as 
head of the division which administers unemployment 
compensation is something of a mystery unless he is just 
looking for another job he can fill.

Organized in 1874, just eight 
years after the first Negro set¬ 
tlers came to Newton in single 
family groups, the actual church 
edifice was built in 1875, on the 
site of the present church. 
Ground was given by Deacon 
D. C. Sanger of the First Bap¬ 
tist Church. Original founders 
included Tomas Johnson. Mar¬ 
tha Johnson, Lymas Hicks. 
Sarah Simms, Henrietta Rose, 
Jane Brewer and Henry Jones, 
each of whom securer! letters of 
dismissal from the First Baptist 
Church to organize the new 
group. 

When fire destroyed the orig¬ 
inal huddling in 1896. the Lin¬ 
coln Park Baptist Church offer¬ 
ed its evening service for the 
worship of the Myrtle Baptist 
Church congregants. 

Since electing the Rev. Ed¬ 
mund Kelly as its first pastor, 
the church has been served by 
Reverends Dinkins, Credit and 
Boone, students of Andover 
Newton Theological Institution; 
Rev. A. W. Adams; Rev. Char¬ 
les S. Morris, under whose min¬ 
istry a new building to replace 
that destroyed by fire was erect¬ 
ed; Rev. Birch, Rev. William 
Smith, Rev. Parrish, Rev. Wil¬ 
liam Wade Ryan, under Whose 
aegis the Daughters of Myrtle 
were organized; the Rev. Virgil 
Hill who organized the church’s 
first Boy Scout troop, and Rev. 
George W. Washington who or¬ 
ganized the Home and Foreign 
Missionary Society. 

Present pastor of the church 
is Rev. Louis E. Ford who has 
been serving since 1933. During 
his ministry, the church has 
become debt-free, 1600 square 
feet of land adjacent to the 
building has been purchased as 
a play area and the Newton 
Community Fellowship organ¬ 
ized. For the past eight years, a 
pulpit exchange has existed 
with the Carter Memorial Meth¬ 
odist Church of Needham.

Mark Bortman, international¬ 
ly famed lecturer, traveler, and 
writer, was the guest speaker 
at the nr« ting of the Newton 
Rotary Club held Monday a* 
the Brae Burn Golf Club. 

From his own unmatched ex¬ 
periences, Mr. Bortman told the 
Rotarians of the incredible prob¬ 
lems created thruout the world 
by Communism. Not only are 
United States diplomats and 
officials hampered by physical 
restrictions, including lack of 
funds and a policy prohibiMng 
subversion and infiltration, but 
the idealogical differences be¬ 
tween Middle and Far Eastern 
people and Westerners estab¬ 
lishes an almost prohibitive bar¬ 
rier. 

For generations there has 
been enough exploitation by 
white men thruout the back¬ 
ward nations of *he world to 
build up a wall of hatred. As 
eastern peoples begin to move 
up socially and economically 
they are willing to accept com¬ 
munistic doctri-n ition in order 
to prevent a repetition of past 
' abuses. 

Emphasizing the R u s s i a n 
menace, Mr. Bortman told of 
actual cases both past and 
| present of international tension 
in which communism had used j 
and is still using every oppor- 
i tunity tn further their world 
| domination and conquest and 
[ of the United States attemp‘s 
j to contain them. 

The solution can be found 
[through actual contact between 
peoples of the world where it 
is suddenly discovered that ‘he 
I things which they seek in life 
arc identical to those which 
other Individuals desire. 

Rotary is one of the top ex¬ 
amples whereby the means for 
this contact between individu¬ 
als is provided, and Mr. Bort¬ 
man encouraged further par¬ 
ticipation by all of us in this 
great work.

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Our Summer School Program 
Attracts National Attention 

(The following article emphasizing the progressive quali¬ 
ties of the Newton school system and under scoring the reputa¬ 
tion the system is acquiring elsewhere was published in Better 
Schools of New York, a highly regarded monthly output of 
the National Citizens for Better Schools with headquarters in 
Neic York.) 

What is generally considered to be vacation period for 
most school districts is put to good use by the Newton 
Public Schools. Under the direction of Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Harold E. Gores, July and August are utilized 
for an extensive program that has more than 10 percent 
of the student body and 15 percent of the faculty attend¬ 
ing school on a year round basis. 

In addition to these summer an intensive two week course in 
enrichment and makeup pro¬ 
grams offered, Newton partici¬ 
pates in a teacher training and 
recruitment project in collabor¬ 
ation with Harvard University 
and nine surrounding communi¬ 
ties. 

The summer months are also

A SECOND SUMMER work¬ 
shop was conducted during the 
entire month of August to ac¬ 
quaint teachers In the system 
with the Newton Plan.

Its 
purpose is to achieve a more 
effective use of teachers, time, 
and space, and to improve the 
level of instruction. 

Dr. Gores enlled the Newton 
Plan "the biggest Idea in high 
school education since 1983. 

He said that if colleges could 
pride themselves on the popu¬ 
larity of "great teaching" with 
300 or more students enrolled 
in a course, it was possible that 
secondary education could also 
benefit from this method. 

Last year the plan was tried 
in Newton High School English 
classes and proved successful. 
Four or five ordinary classes 
were combined Into one of about 
200 students with one teacher. 
The large class met once a week. 
For the remaining class periods 
the group was broken into 
smaller units. At the same time 
the onel arge class was meet¬ 
ing. the teachers thus freed de¬ 
voted their time to individual 
sessions for students having dif¬ 
ficulty. 

This year the plan is being ex¬ 
panded to foreign languages, 
social studies, and business 
courses. 

Tlie August workshop was 
held to acquaint teachers with 
the special techniques necessary 
to carry out the plan. Wider use 
of audio-visual aids is stressed 
as a means of making the new 
method more effective. To use

The intern has all the duties 
of a regular teacher, but re¬ 
ceives substantially more assist¬ 
ance than is usual for the begin¬ 
ning teacher. The program is 
unusual in the extent to which 
the school systems share the re¬ 
sponsibility with the University 
for the training of teachers. 

This summer more than 80 
graduates of 29 participating 
liberal nrts colleges are getting 
their first taste of teaching. 
They are being observed by a 
corps of superior teachers from 
schools and colleges from vari¬ 
ous parts of the country. For 
the first two years, tin* plan 
provided for elementary and 
junior high teacher training. 
This year the plan was expand¬ 
ed to include high school train¬ 
ing us well.

THE INTERNS will spend 
half the coming academic year 
as full time graduate students, 
and teach the other half of the 
year while making a minimum 
course schedule.

Five Sets of Twins Complicate Life 
For Teachers at the Peirce School 


Boys on Roof of Train 
Cause Unusual Accident 


As if life weren’t already complicated enough for 
the average teacher, West Newton’s Peirce School prob¬ 
ably can lay claim to the distinction of having more twins 
than any other school in Massachusetts. 

It has five sets of twins. 

One pair of brothers are mirror twins, and a teacher 
who tried to tell them apart would quickly wind up talking 
to herself. 

The five sets of twins acquiring an education at the 
Peirce School are: Lawrence and Emily Block, 6, of 201 
Fuller st., Christine and Sarah Fernandez, 6, of 91 Lenox 
st., James and Sheila McGourty, 6, of 78 Prospect st.,. 
Susan and Sarah Conant, 7, of 325 Highland st., and James 
and Michael White, 11, of 1445 Commonwealth ave. 

Strangely enough, there is no 
unanimity of opinion among the 
mothers of these 10 twins on the 
much - discussed questions of 
whether twins run in families, 
whether they have like person¬ 
alities, whether they occur more 
often in large families and 
whether they like being twins. 

While it has been widely be¬ 
lieved that twins run in families, 
usually on the mother’s side, 
all but one of the Peirce twins' 
mothers felt that theory had no 
basis of fact. Only Mrs. James 
McGourty could point to any 
inherited tendency to twins, and 
that on her husband’s side of 
the family. 

Bolt From The Blue 

The other four mothers said 
there was nary a twin on either 
side until their own were born, 
although Mrs. Bloch’s sister is 
the mother of identical twin 
boys. 

The question of similarity in 
temperament seems to depend 
on whether or not the twins are 
Identical or fraternal. Mrs. Don¬ 
ald B. Conant and Mrs. Malvin 
F. White, mothers of the iden¬ 
tical pairs, felt their youngsters 
were alike in personality.

4-Year Fight For Effective 
Gun Law Is Won By Bawson 


Home• 


State Representative George 
E. Rawson won a long fight to 
give Massachusetts a sane, en¬ 
forceable, effective law on fire¬ 
arms the other day when a 
measure he sponsored was en¬ 
acted. 

In place of a weak, confused 
and inadequate set of statutes 
governing the possession, use 
and sale of arms, the State now 
has a modern code. 

The Newton legislator first 
tackled the problem in 1953. As 
chairman of the Public Safety 
Committee, he won committee 
I support for his recommenda¬ 
tion. Each year, however, the 
Ways and .Means committee, 
denied a favorable report on 
i necessary funds for a study. 

In 1956 Representative Raw- 
son persuaded Ways and Means 
to compromise by directing the 
Department of Public Safety to 
make a study. Public Safety 
Commissioner Otis M. Whitney 
delegated Lieutenant John F. 
Collins, chief of the State police 
ballistics division, to the study. 
The result was House Bill 3075 
which was carried through to 
enactment by Rawson in the 
current legislative session. 

Among the salient features of 
the act is the provision that the 
police chief in each city or town 
is made the sole authority em¬ 
powered to issue licenses to car¬ 
ry. to purchase or to sell fire 
arms (pistols, revolvers, etc). 
Dealers in rifles and shotguns 
will be licensed by same author¬ 
ity and must report their sales 
monthly to the commissioner of 
public safety. 

Gunsmiths will be licensed 
and required to report their 
sales to the same authority. Il¬ 
legal possession, carrying or 
selling of firearms carries a 
heavy penalty. The carrying of 
dirk knives and switch knives 
and other similar dangerous 
weapons is made subject to a 
State prison sentence. 

Illegal possession of a ma¬ 
chine gun is to be punished by 
sentence for life or any lesser 
term of years in State prison. 
The placing or discharge of an 


explosive to Injure or destroy 
public or private authority is 
to be punished by a State prison 
sentence of five to Ift years. 

The provisions against switch 
knives and similar dangerous 
weapons is designed to help 
police curb youthful hoodlums 
who have terrorized many com¬ 
munities by their depradations. 

It is felt that the act will help 
law enforcement officers in their 
efforts to move against organiz¬ 
ed crime just as the well-publi¬ 
cized Sullivan Law of New York 
lias operated for years.

Don't Burn Those Leaves! 

It’s probably safe to assume that the drought of 1057 
is over. 

Little by little those long-absent rains of the summer 
are becoming more frequent visitors. Through the Indian 
Summer days there's no reason to believe that they’ll fail 
to re-establish something of a normal round of visitations. 

And no one is going to complain about a rainy morn¬ 
ing, a rainy afternoon, or a rainy day or spell. Not for 
awhile, at least. 

However, even though the blighting days of July 
and August may be forgotten as the grass turns green 
again, it would be well to listen to the warnings of local 
and State officials. They point out that while a normal 
or even above normal precipitation may come with the 
fall months, the drought left a lot of calling cards which 
merit our attention. 

The extremely dry summer has caused many trees to 
start shedding their leaves early. Soon streets and lawns 
will be littered. 

For public officials and for householders those leaves 
may be beautiful when they’re doing active duty as part 
of the foliage. When they gather in blankets on streets 
and gutters and yards they become something of a nuis¬ 
ance. 

Fire officials locally are warning against what many 
people consider the "best way to get rid of them—burn 
them.” 

Poets have become ecstaetie about the nostalgic smell 
of burning leaves in the fall. It’s a very nice imaginative 
smell inside the covers of poetry collections. 

As a matter of fact, it was always a dangerous prac¬ 
tice in the past. Today it is pretty well curbed by law. 

Anyone tempted to burn them this year should re¬ 
member that if they are dry enough to burn they offer a 
threat of becoming fires which will menace property and 
lives—particularly in areas where the bone-dryness of 
summer is going to resist a lot of rain-wetting in the 
weeks ahead.

But Holmes and a handful of his supporters refused 
to be bound by the decision of the caucus, and with the 
help of Democratic Senate Leader John E. Powers, who 
swung 16 Democratic votes to him, Holmes in the end 
prevailed over Graham. 

One appraisal of the unusual sitaution by some Re¬ 
publican politicos at the time was that Powers, who had 
maneuvered and swung the election for Holmes, would 
have the Senate president “in his pocket during the legis¬ 
lative session.” 

Because of the bitter feeling aroused by the fight be¬ 
tween Holmes and Graham there was open speculation, 
too, that the Republican majority in the Senate would be 
badly split and would have little, if any, real leadership. 

So strong was the undercurrent of dissension left in 
the wake of Holmes’ election that State Senator Leslie 
B. Cutler announced she would not accept the two com¬ 
mittee chairmanships to which Holmes appointed her. 

As a result of those circumstances, Holmes has been 
under closer scrutiny than perhaps any Senate president 
in recent history. 

The fact, however, is that the hostility which existed 
toward Holmes last January has gradually dwindled under 
the constant impact of the fair, steady and capable man¬ 
ner in which he has conducted the Senate proceedings. 

GOP politicians, who were dismayed by his election, 
have been forced to take back their words. He has beeu 
a dowu-the-line Republican, never wavering from the party 
line. 


Holmes made two concessions to the Democrats after 
his election. He named three Democrats to the Ways and 
Means Committee instead of two as in the past and placed 
three Democratic members on the Rules Committee in¬ 
stead of one. 

Even the most partisan Republican would be obliged 
to admit that both concessions were justified and that the 
makeup of the two committees is more nearly represen¬ 
tative of the political lineup in the Senate than it has 
been in other years. 

He has treated Democrats fairly fairly and courteous¬ 
ly, but if they expected any special favors from Holmes 
in return for voting for him, they must have been disap¬ 
pointed. When the chips have been down in partisan 
fights, Holmes has been a Republican—all the way. 

There has not been one indication in eight and a half 
months that Holmes traded with the Democrats or acted 
in any different manner than lie would have if he had re¬ 
ceived unanimous hacking from his own party. 

Has Powers controlled Holmes? Indeed, he hasn’t. 
Just a few days ago, Powers, striving to save one of Gov¬ 
ernor Furcolo's bills, in the Senate, sought permission to 
pair an absent Republican Senator who, Powers claimed, 
wanted to be recorded for the measure. 

Holmes courteously but firmly ruled against him, re¬ 
fused to allow the missing Senator to be paired, and the 
matter was defeated. 


have dreamed of removing his coat while participating in 
the law-making functions of the Great and General Court 
of the Commonwealth. To him that was something which 
just wasn’t done. 

He used to look askance when a Solon appeared in 
the Senate chamber on a particularly warm day without 
a coat or a necktie. There has been no fanfare or pron¬ 
ouncement about it, but that has not happened while he 
has been president of the Senate. 

Democratic politicians need have no fear of being 
forced to battle Holmes in a fight for any higher office 
than that he now holds. 

His political ambition was to be president of the Sen¬ 
ate. He lias realized that hope, and he has no loftier aim. 
He is one office-holder—perhaps the only one in the coun¬ 
try save President Eisenhower—who has climbed as high 
as he desires to go up the political ladder. His goal has 
been reached. 

Holmes said last January that he would let his serv¬ 
ice as president speak for itself. With the legislative ses¬ 
sion nearly at an end, those who had the greatest doubts 
about him can't find much in that service over a span of 
8 1 /*. months to criticize. 

Holmes has pretty well won over the doubters and 
the critics. His is one of the most unusual political stories 
of the year. 

* # • • 


Powers, who made possible Holmes’ election as pres¬ 
ident, has no complaints about the way the Weymouth 
Senator lias run the proceedings in the upper legislative 
chamber. He declares, in fact, that Holmes has been the 
kind of presiding officer he expected him to be. 

All ho asked, Powers asserts, was that the Democrats 
be treated fairly, and that they be given more nearly 
proportionate representation on the two major Senate com¬ 
mittees. That has been done. 

When asked for his opinion as to the kind of presiding 
officer Holmes has been, Powers paid the Senate head a 
remarkable tribute, coming as it did from a Democrat to a 
Republican. 

Powers said that Holmes has been completely fair, 
that lie has been an extremely competent presiding officer 
and that he knows more about Senate rules and procedures 
than any man who has served at the head of the body in 
modern times. 

Is Powers satisfied with the way things have gone 
under Holmes, after putting him in the president’s chair? 
Yes, he said, he is. "We got the most competent presid¬ 
ing officer. We got one who knows the rules and proce¬ 
dures better than anyone else, and we got one who is fair,” 
was Powers’ appraisal. 

A man of lesser experience than Holmes might have 
panicked under the fire of criticism levelled at him when 
he was elected, might have been prodded by a feeling of 
resentment into doing the things his critics predicted he 
would do. 

But Holmes had been in public office too long and was 
too steady a politician to be overwhelmed and thrown off 
stride by any series of events and developments. 

When friends urged him to accept Mrs. Cutler’s resig¬ 
nations from the chairmanships of the two committees and 
to name someone else in her place, Holmes counselled 
them to be patient and to wait and see what happened. 

Mrs. Cutler remained the chairman of the two com¬ 
mittees in name, if not in fact, and as the bitter feeling 
slowly ebbed, her resignations not only were disregarded 
but were gradually forgotten. Today she is officially re¬ 
garded as the Senate chairman of the two committees. 

Senate President Holmes belongs to the old political 
school. He has been a member of the upper legislative 
chamber for a longer period than anyone else in the his¬ 
tory of the body. 

He is a stickler for decorum. But the rules he laid 
down for the members of the Senate were the ones he had 
been applying to himself and following back through the 
years. 

In the hottest days of the summer, long before the 
Senate chamber was air-conditioned, Holmes would not 


This observer is not among those who deplore the fact 
that the Legislature has been in session as long as it has 
this year. We can’t quite follow the logic behind the ar¬ 
gument that the Massachusetts legislators should be sub¬ 
ject to criticism for devoting more time to their duties 
than any other law-making body in the nation. 

Neither have we ever subscribed to the theory that 
the work of any Legislature should be judged on the basis 
of the speed with which it completes its deliberations. 

All too often in past years vigorous disputes have 
arisen, after a Legislature prorogued, as to the meaning 
of some law which had been placed on the statute books. 

There have been times when even the legislators them¬ 
selves have disagreed as to the intent of some measure for 
which they voted, and in the last resort the Supreme 
Court periodically has been called upon to decide what the 
Legislature had in mind when it passed a particular bill. 

Consequently, we can’t become very indignant if the 
members of the State Senate, for example, hold up some 
measure while the experts on their staff go carefully over 
its provisions to ascertain precisely what they mean. In 
fact, we believe that is exactly what they should do. 

It is a fact that the State Senate didn’t perform its 
work this year with the same speed as did the House, 
but it also is a fact that the Senate spent a good deal of 
time going over bills passed by the House to determine 
whether they contained flaws and imperfections. 

It seems to us that the legislators are to be praised 
rather than criticized for devoting as much time as they 
have to their duties. They get the same compensation, 
Whether they’re in session three months or nine months. 

The laments in some quarters over the length of the 
session of the Massachusetts Legislature for those and 

other reasons always have seemed to us to be a little silly.

Dr. Goulding Dies 
After Year-Long 
Illness; Was 84 

Dr. Timothy F. Goulding, 84, 
of 112 Glen avenue, Newton 
Centre, veteran of two wars and 
a practising physician for half 
a centuiy, died at the Veterans 
Hospital, Jamaica Plain.

The local chapter of the Red 
Cross, today announced the 
organization is stepping up the 
number of free classes in home 
care of the sick and Injured in 
order to give practical training 
for the care of victims of Asian 
flu and other communicable 
disease. 

The move ip in accordance 
with the national policy of the 
Red Cross to aid public authori¬ 
ties care for those who may 
be stricken by the invading flu 
in the coming months. 

The home care of the sick 
course is taught by a registered 
nurse. Classes, which are in¬ 
teresting as well as Instructive, 
arc held in six sessions of 2 
hours and 20 minutes each. 

The Red Cross is planning 
morning, afternoon and evening 
sessions at its chapter head¬ 
quarters, 17 Gloucester street, 
Back Bay, Boston, and other 
classes in Metropolitan Boston 
communities. 

The classes will teach house¬ 
wives methods of detecting the 
symptoms of Asian flu and 
other communicable diseases. 

How to make the patient 
comfortable, and how to use 
labor-saving techniques are 
among the highlights in the 
class. 

A chief point in the classes 
is to teach students how to 
follow doctors’ orders, a most 
necessary procedure In the 
proper care of the HI. 

Public Health authorities have 
said that if Asian flu hits a 
community one out of five peo¬ 
ple may be stricken by the 
malady which lasts for a period 
of four or five days. 

While complicated cases will 
be treated at hospitals, health 
authorities estimate that the 
majority of cases will be treated 
at home. 

Due to this factor, and the 
fact that the other communica¬ 
ble diseases generally are 
treated at home, the Red Cross 
Nursing Services believes that 
one person in every family 
should take this free training.

Her affectionate reference to 
the kiln is ndt far-fetched. For 
the kiln indeed required a large 
amount of care and attention. 
Proper firing requires hours. 
"A potter,” she observes, "must 
stay with his kiln." 

Pottery in her mind is an ex¬ 
pression of the one who cre¬ 
ates it. Her vital interest in 
both people and pottery in¬ 
fuses her students with enthusi¬ 
asm for their work as it main¬ 
tains her own.”

Like Being Twins 

The other identical twins are 
the Conant girls charming sec¬ 
ond-graders who look very 
much alike, but can be told 
apart. They answer questions 
almost in unison, and said peo¬ 
ple identified them by their 
freckles, but it looked to us 
like about ten freckles apiece 
sprinkled across each small 
nose! 

They were the only pair who 
said they like being twins, with 
no reservations. They named 
the same two girls as best 
friends. Their mother thought 
age 4 was the most difficult year 
in twin-raising, as “four year 
olds just don’t understand rea¬ 
son,” an opinion that has been 
voiced by many another mother. 

“The Bloch children, Law¬ 
rence and Emily, are "twins in 
name only” according to their 
mother. “They just came on the 
same day. They don’t look alike 
—one is dark and one is blonde— 
and thejr temperaments are no 
more ulike than any brother and 
sister, although they do depend 
on one another more.” 

Sheer Stamina 

Mrs. Bloch, whose husband is 
a vice president at Datamatic 
chose infancy as the most trying 
twin time.

Miss Caldwell, who has 370 oth¬ 
er names to remember, lias all 
hut mastered the technique of 
twin-identification, with so many 
pairs to practice on tills season,

Common Garage 
Enactment Due 
To Rep . Rawson 

General satisfaction was ex¬ 
pressed by Boston merchants, 
newspapers and civic leaders at 
the success of the fiffht led by 
Representative George E. Raw- 
son for the so-called Boston 
Common Garage Bill. 

The Newton Representative 
filed the bill and was one of the 
two petitioners, he declared, be¬ 
cause he was convinced that the 
underlying cause of the serious 
economic plight in which Boston 
retail stores, particularly those 
in the Tremont street area, find 
themselves, is due to inadequate 
parking facilities near the shop¬ 
ping district. , 

He has long held the opinion 
that heroic measures have been 
in order to prevent the economic 
collapse of the city. 

An act was passed in 1946 to 
permit a private operator, Bos¬ 
ton Common Garage, Inc., to 
make a contract with the city to 
build a garage under the west 
part of Boston Common but 
nothing has been done. Mean¬ 
while parking conditions have 
deteriorated. 

If the present corporation 
does not act before the deadline, 
Oct. 15, the new act becomes 
effective on acceptance by the 
Boston City Council. The act 
sets up a Boston Common Ga¬ 
rage Authority to build the ga¬ 
rage. The members will be ap¬ 
pointed by the Mayor. 

There will be the park com¬ 
missioner, the real property 
commissioner and the chairman 
of the Boston Traffic Commis¬ 
sion. The remaining four mem¬ 
bers will be selected by the 
Mayor from panels of three pro¬ 
posed by the Boston Bar Asso¬ 
ciation, the Boston Retail Trade 
Board, the Boston Real Estate 
Board and the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The Authority is authorized 
to borrow at not over 4 Vi per 
cent interest, tax exempt for 
40 years, on revenue bonds. 
There will be no cost to the 
State or city and the credit of 
the State or city is not pledged 
in any way. 

When the bonds are paid, the 
garage becomes the property of 
the city. 

Representative Rawson be¬ 
lieves that legislation of this 
sort has been of great assis¬ 
tance to hard-pressed cities. He 
is confident that the experience 
of other municipalities will be 
repeated in Boston. He points 
out the futility of assisting 
motor traffic to enter down¬ 
town Boston unless space is pro¬ 
vided to garage the vehicles.

VA Head Warns 
Pensioners On 
Income Ceiling 

Manager William J. Blake of 
the Boston regional office of the 
Veterans Administration has 
issued a warning to all veter¬ 
ans or veteran survivors receiv¬ 
ing pensions from the VA con¬ 
cerning the strict terms of the 
law regarding income limits.

Recent Legislative Seseion 
Brought Few New Major Laws 

Perhaps the most accurate appraisal which can be 
made of the record of the 1957 State Legislature is that 
neither a great deal was accomplished nor was any major 
harm done by the enactment of new laws. 

A conflict between the Republican Senate and the 
Democratic House was responsible for the defeat of a 
sizeable collection of bills. 

A number of measures which cleared the House were 
given the heave-ho by the Senate, and some proposals 
which carried the Senate stamp of approval were tossed 
in the waste basket by the House. 

Thus, the record of the legislative session just ended 
was a negative rather than a positive one, although a fpw 
bills of far reaching importance were enacted into law 
during the nearly nine months of deliberations on Beacon 
Hill. 

The most important issue to come before the Legisla¬ 
ture this year was the sales tax. Governor Eureolo made 
an all-out tight for the adoption of a limited 3 percent 
sales tax. Purcolo marshalled more Democratic support 
for the proposal and came closer to achieving its enact¬ 
ment than almost anyone expected he could. But in the 
final showdown he couldn’t quite muster the votes in the 
House of Representatives to accomplish the passage of 
the bill.

On Highland Bi •ancli Issue 

A battle over a proposal that the MTA take over the 
Highland Branch of the Boston & Albany railroad, will be 
renewed next Tuesday morning in the office of Mayor John 
B. Hynes at Boston City Hall. 

A second attempt will be made at that lime to have 
the move sanctioned and approved by the MTA Advisory 
Council comprised of the officials of the 14 cities and towns 
served by the MTA. 

Mayor Howard Whitmore, Jr., declared today that he 
will again oppose the suggested extension of the MTA 
rapid transit service over the road bed of the Highland 
Branch. 

The Mayor expressed the hope that the representa¬ 
tives of enough other communities will join with him to 
block the extension a second time. 

Ho declined (hat (he more 
deeply he delves into the propo¬ 
sition, the more thoroughly he 
becomes convinced that it would 
add a substantial amount to the 
already staggering MTA deficit. 

Whitmore said that his posi¬ 
tion on the entire matter is un¬ 
changed and that no new evi¬ 
dence has been offered to show 
that passenger travel over the 
contemplated rapid transit line 
would be large enough to make 
the line self-supporting. 

The action of the MTA tins 
tees in requesting Boston's 
Mayor Hynes to call a second 
meeting on the proposal 
prompted the belief in some 
quarters that one of the five 
communities recorded against 
the extension in August may be 
planning to shift its vote. 

Mayor Whitmore, however, 
said he knows of no change in 
the position of any community. 

The extension was blocked in 
August by a margin of less 
than one percentage point — 
00.911 to lie exact. 

In order to obtain the exten¬ 
sion under the law, proponents 
were obliged to poll a favorable 
vote of 85 |M>r cent of the Ad¬ 
visory Council. They were able 
to muster only 84.09 per cent. 

The. Advisory Board is made 
up of the Mayors, Selectmen 
Chairmen and city managers of 
the 14 communities within the 
so-called MTA district.

Church Position 

Rev. Dr. Raymond A. Dudley 
of 86 Hancock st., Auburndale, 
India-Ceylon secretary of the 
American Board of Commission¬ 
ers for Foreign Missions, has 
been named to an important, 
newly-created post with the 
World Council of Churches at 
Geneva, Switzerland. 

Dr. Dudley, a native of Con¬ 
necticut who served 25 years as 
a Congregational Christian 
missionary in India, will repre¬ 
sent the Division of Inter- 
Church Aid of the World Coun¬ 
cil. He will be working with par¬ 
ticular emphasis on what has 
heretofore been known as “mis¬ 
sion” work, as distinguished 
from “relief” work, in which ac¬ 
tivities dealing with various 
aspects of church life may be 
fostered by the Division.

Newton has a pretty good reputation in the matter 
of public school education. 

It’s not a reputation which came to it by chance or 
just in the course of things. It was earned the hard way. 
Perhaps, we’ve been fortunate in the high calibre of the 
men and women who have been associated with our school 
system. Perhaps, we’ve been fortunate in the avenues we 
have chosen to further education in an era of strange 
ideas, theories and philosophies which prevail among large 
numbers of educators. 

Whatever the reason, Newton stands in a very fair 
position at the moment. 

Most encouraging thing about the situation is that 
there doesn’t seem to be any disposition to rest on laurels 
we have seemed to have attained. On the theory that 
nothing in this life can remain inert and stationary and 
that there must be cither progress or retrogression—New¬ 
ton school authorities have been alert and energetic in 
seeking new and better avenues. 

That is important, too. 

Today public school education is costly. Indeed, educa¬ 
tion on whatever level or in whatever category is costly. 

It is a credit to Newton citizens and to Newton’s 
elected officials over a pretty comprehensive period of time 
that while they have shrunk from wasting dollars they 
have not complained too severely because this budget item 
has steadily climbed upward. 

That they have been getting a dollar's worth for the 
expenditure of every dollar has served to bring that ab¬ 
sence of complaints.

Dr. Henry A. Straus of 63

State withholding income tax. That was approved by the 
Democratic House hut defeated in the Republican* Sen¬ 
ate, largely as a result of the opposition of President 
Kurtz M. Hanson of the Associated Industries of Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Furcolo’s attitude toward that measure was that he 
would sign it if it reached his desk. Contrary to the im¬ 
pression existing in some quarters, however^ he did not 
make a drive for the adoption of the withholding bill, 
possibly because of the arguments that it would harm 
industry in the State and place Massachusetts firms at a 
disadvantage in their competition with companies in other 
parts of the United States. 

Republican Senator Donald L. Gibbs of Newton was 
the sponsor of the withholding tax bill. Gibbs is an able, 
sincere and conscientious legislator. That is the opinion 
of business and civic leaders who disagreed with Gibbs 
on his withholding tax proposal. 

A State income withholding tax undoubtedly would 
have smoked out some tax dodgers as Gibbs claimed. Rut, 
as President Hanson of the Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts pointed out, the State Department of Taxa- ^ 
tion has all the tacts and figures it needs to pinpoint the *“ onn ' 
tax-evaders without placing on business ami industrial 
firms the work and expense of making weekly payroll 
deductions for State income tax purposes. 

That would have been a burden to many business con¬ 
cerns, particularly small business. 

Governor Furcolo’s veto of a bill designed to enable 
the Massachusetts Port Authority to move forward with 
the program envisioned last year, when the Authority 
came into being, brought expressions of regret from many 
business and civic leaders.

For Street Jobs 

Appropriations of $160,000 
for the reconstruction of five 
streets and $13,500 for the es¬ 
tablishment of a municipal off- 
street parking area, were ap¬ 
proved by the Board of Select¬ 
men at their meeting Monday 
night.

LWV Hears O’Dea On 
Problems of Parole 


A group of 150 members and 
guests of the Newton League 
of Women Voters heard Middle¬ 
sex County Distrcit Attorney. 
James L. O'Dea, Jr. say that 
the correction system in Massa¬ 
chusetts has been "scandalous¬ 
ly neglected" because legisla¬ 
tion in this field "has no 
votes". 

The public and legislative in¬ 
terest >n the field of correction 
has been dissipated since the 
Cherry Hill riots in the Charles¬ 
town prison two years ago. The 
ink had hardly dried on the bill 
which improved the probation 
service, he said, when attempts 
were made to undo what the 
District Attorney called "one of 
the most significant parts of 
correction reform”. 

He paid tribute to the efforts 
of the League of Women Voters 
to retain the improvements 
made in the probation bill based 
on the Wessell Report, calling 
it the “only organization which 
selflessly and tirelessly worked 
to defeat the probation bill 
which would weaken the serv¬ 
ice". Discussion on the subject 
of "Parole” was heid Wednes¬ 
day, Sept. 18 at the Newton 
Highlands Workshop. 

Miss Margaretha Gabriel, Su¬ 
pervisor of Parole in the Cor¬ 
rection Department of the Com¬ 
monwealth joined the District 


Attorney in discussing the im¬ 
portance of parole in giving a 
prisoner some incentive for be¬ 
having while in prison and for 
working toward a successful 
return to society. It was point¬ 
ed out that a person on parole 
is not completely free, but is 
serving a sentence under "con¬ 
trolled, supervised living". 

O'Dea said that the greatest 
single danger to a good parole 
system is political influence. 
While such things as buying 
parole do not happen, he said 
that Massachusetts has over 
the years used the parole sys¬ 
tem as a political reward. Ex¬ 
perts in the field of correction 
feel that parole officers should 
have minimum qualifications of 
a Bachelor’s Degree and one or 
two years of experience, plu» 
sufficient maturity and warmth 
to handle people with prob¬ 
lems. Miss Gabriel and Mr. 
O'Dea both pointed out difficul¬ 
ties in securing qualified people 
because the law in this state 
cannot require a minimum 
amount of education for a civil 
service job. in addition to Vet¬ 
erans’ Preference, and the fact 
that most parole officers have 
come to their jobs through pro¬ 
motions. 

Miss Gabriel outlined the 
work of the 5-member Parole

Board, appointed by the Gover¬ 
nor- She pointed out that no 
qualifications are required for 
membership on the board which 
has jurisdiction over the prisons 
in Walpole, Norfolk, parts of 
Bridgewater, Concord and 
Framingham. The Parole Board 
has no jurisdiction over jails, 
houses of correction and ju¬ 
venile institutions. 

Miss Gabriel called attention 
to the fact that the two women 
members of the Parole Board 
may vote only on women’s 
cases, while the three men on 
the Board vote on all cases. 
Most women prisoners, Miss 
Gabriel said, are social offend¬ 
ers, sentenced for such things 
as drug addiction, alcoholism, 
neglect of children and prosti¬ 
tution. She felt that most so¬ 
cial offenders should receive 
treatment on probation by so 
cial agencies, rather than in 
prison. This would help to keep 


families together and to prevent 
future problems within the 
family. 

Mrs. Martin Greenberg, 
League President, outlined the 
interest of the League in the 
field of parole, which was the 
result of interest and work In 
the area of women and youth 
ful offenders. During the past 
legislative session, she said, 
credit was given the League by 
the Christian Science Monitor 
for defeating the bill to weaken 
the new Probation System. 

Chairman of the Social Wel¬ 
fare Committee, who arranged 
this program, Mrs. Stanley 
Lewenberg, told of future 
League woilt on the Parole 
item. On Tuesday, Sept. 24, 
Parole was discussed at the 
State’s League’s Fall Confer¬ 
ence in Andover. There will be 
unit discussion meetings in 
Newton during the week of Oc¬ 
tober 15 on the same subject.

Some Enrollment 
Totals A Surprise 

Six of Newton's 26 elemen¬ 
tary schools have recorded sig- 
nifican’ but predicted increases 
in enrollment, while one—the 
Davis School in West Newton— 
reported an increase of 21 
pupils, which came as some¬ 
thing of a surprise to the school 
department. 

These figures were part of a 
statistical report on enrollment 
given to the School Committee 
on Monday nigh* by Dr. Charles 
O. Richter, assistant superin¬ 
tendent of schools. 

Another unexpected develop¬ 
ment came in Auburndalc where 
the Williams School reported 
a decrease in enrollment of 39 
pupils. Following are the grade 
schools where enrollment went 
up as anticipated: Cabot, 35; 
Carr, 25; Countryside, 35; Me¬ 
morial, 50; Oak Hill, 34, and 
Spaulding, 47. 

Total enrollment in ‘he school 
system is 16,295, an increase of 
508 over last year. Attending 
I he high school are 2723 stu¬ 
dents, 259 more than last year. 
At the Technical High School, 
339 ate enrolled. 

The five junior high schools 
suffered a slight drop in en¬ 
rollment, as expected. The total 
stands at 3448, which is 27 few¬ 
er 'ban last year. Registered in 
the city's elementary schools 
arc 9785 hoys and girls, 266 
more than last year. 

At three schools where cer¬ 
tain classes became unavoida¬ 
bly large and where there were 
no extra available rooms, teach¬ 
er assistants were assigned. 
This plan, under which a quali¬ 
fied teacher serves as an as¬ 
sistant to the regular teacher, 
is now in operation in ‘he sixth 
grade at CJaflin. in the kinder¬ 
garten at Countryside, and in 
the fourth grade at Oak Hill.

came to the final paragraphs 
and let go with the yelp. 

‘The final paragraph,” said 
the Representative, “reads as 
follows—’The provision of Sec¬ 
tions 30-A to 30-J Chapter Seven 
of the General Laws of the 
Building Code of the City of 
Boston . . . shall not be appli¬ 
cable to any structure erected 
under the provisions of this Act. 
All other special laws or parts 
therof inconsistent herewith are 
hereby declared to be inappli¬ 
cable to the provisions of this 
Act.” 

For the unwary, non-political- 
rriinded neophyte that was just 
some more legal jargon with 
which Legislatures from time 
immemorial love to dress up 
new laws. 

RawNon denounced the para¬ 
graph as the “most brazen blank 
cheek” he had ever seen. He said 
the provision forbade any build¬ 
ing or supervision inspection 
whatsoever. The section of 
Chapter Seven referred to gave 
the Division of Building Con¬ 
struction the supervision of 
plans and the duty of Inspec¬ 
tion of all State building con¬ 
struction,” Kawson said. 

The Boston Building Code pro¬ 
vides for supervision and inspec¬ 
tion of all buildings in Boston 
by city building inspectors. Raw- 
son told the House that the 
Cocoanut Grove disaster was 
caused by inadequate and in- 
competant inspection in Boston 
resulting in the Public Safety 
Act of 1943 of which he and 
former Senator Clampit were 
joint authors. This measure has 
prevented such disasters, he 
:aid. 

He asked the House if it wish¬ 
ed to be responsible for another 
Cocoanut Grove. He further stat¬ 
ed that under this paragraph 
the laws requiring adherence to 
regulations of the Board of Stan¬ 
dards providing for adequate 
construction materials and meth¬ 
ods of construction, the laws re¬ 
quiring safe electric wiring, san¬ 
itary plumbing, adequate venti¬ 
lation, sufficient means of eg¬ 
ress and safe elevators and fire 
prevention would be set aside. 

Rawson moved that the para¬ 
graph be stricken from the bill. 
His motion was adopted by a 
roll call vote of 130 to 44. The 
hill was sent back for a re-draft.

rapid transit line over the High¬ 
land Branch would be a losing 
proposition financially. 

He asserted that approxi¬ 


mately 3500 persons a day now , 
ride on the trains of the High ! 
land Branch and that MTA offl-, 
rials estimated that 35,760 a 
day would use the propsed 
rapid transit line. 

Whitmore said he does not 
feel the 35,760 estimate is an 
accurate or realistic one. He 
voiced strong doubt that the 
potential passengers are avail¬ 
able to warrant any such figure. 

MTA experts maintain that 
15,000 persons, who now use 
ether MTA lines, would shift to 
the rapid transit on the High¬ 
land Branch and that the serv¬ 
ice would attract 20,000 new 
passengers daily. 

Mayor Whitmore challenged 
those figures and demanded to 
he shown where the 20.000 new 
passengers would come from. 

He expressed thp opinion thnl 
a portion of the 3300 persons 
who now ride daily on the High¬ 
land Branch line in order to get 
to the South Station might, in 
fact, begin using their own 
nutomohiles since the proposed 
rapid transit line would not 
take them directly to the South 
Station without changing. 

Two other objections offered 
by Whitmore are that there 
might bo a deterioration in the 
value of the residential proper 
ty along the route of the pro¬ 
posed rapid transit extension 
and that the MTA plans to take 
for use as a parking area the 
only large tract of land still 
available in Newton for indus¬ 
trial development. 

Whitmore explained that if 
the rapid transit extension is 
approved the MTA would take 
981,000 square feet of land at 
Riverside which is now owned 
by the S. S. Pierce Co. 


He said that would deprive 
the city of a potential of $100,- 
000 In new revenue which It 
would receive annually if the 
land is developed along expect¬ 
ed Uhes. 

The communities which join¬ 
ed with Newton in voting 
against the rapid transit exten¬ 
sion in August were Cambridge. 
Brookline and Watertown. Bel¬ 
mont's representative did not 
attend the conference and con¬ 
sequently was recorded against 
the proposition. 

The chairman of the Belmont 
Selectmen later said, however, 
that if he had been at the meet¬ 
ing he would have voted against 
the extension. 

If those five communities 
stand firm and do not change 
their position, the move for the 
rapid transit extension will be j 
blocked again next Tuesday. 


However, if any one of the 
communities — Brookline, Cam¬ 
bridge, Watertown or Belmont 
—were to reverse itself, the ex¬ 
tension would go through. 

Mayor Whitmore was credit¬ 
ed with offering the most effec¬ 
tive and telling arguments 
against, the extension at the 
August meeting and with ac¬ 
complishing the defeat of the 
proposition. 

The proposed project would 
cost $10,600,000. It has had the 
ardent support of the MTA 
Board of Trustees since last 
winter, when it became evident 
that the Boston & Albany was 
planning to abandon the line. 

The Legislature gave the 
trustees the green light to go 
ahead with the extension. 

The sole barrier now is the 
difference of 00.991 per cent in 
the vote of the Advisory Coun¬ 
cil.

10,000 Volunteers 
Aiding Drive for 
St. Paul's Cent re 

Under the guidance of leaders 
in 125 communities of the 5 
eastern counties of the state, 
over 10,000 volunteers are initi¬ 
ating the Annual Harvest Cam¬ 
paign for the benefit of the 
blind, Rev. Thomas J. Carroll, 
Director of the Guild for the 
Blind, announced today. 

Proceeds from this annual 
drive, which runs to Columbus 
Day, support the unique work 
being done at St. Paul's Rehab¬ 
ilitation Center for the newly 
blinded, 770 Centre Street, New¬ 
ton. The only center of its kind 
in New England, St. Paul's re¬ 
ceives students, rather than pa¬ 
tients, and welcomes applicants 
from outside the Guild’s area. 

Wherein the past thf-ee years 
since its opening nearly 150 men 
and women have been restored 
to a normal life in their homes 
and communities, with the abil¬ 
ity to become self-supporting 
again. 

The methods of training es¬ 
tablished by Father Carroll are 
eagerly watched and followed 
by workers with the blind 
throughout the country, and 
have set a standard hitherto un¬ 
attempted in the field. 

The primary objectives of the 
Guild are to demonstrate that 
blind people are perfectly nor¬ 
mal people except for the loss 
of sight, to aid blind people who 
are not self-supporting to be¬ 
come so, to assist those who 
have not developed their tal¬ 
ents to do so, to substitute se¬ 
curity where there is insecurity 
and recognition of opportunity 
for misunderstanding and frus¬ 
tration. 

To this end many fields of 
service to the blind are operated 
by the organization, including 
the Guild’s talking newspaper 
Listen, sent free to every blind 
person in the state as well as to 
more than 9,000 other interested 
persons; teaching the specialized 
cane technique; acting as an in¬ 
formation center; providing 
counselling, case work, emer¬ 
gency financial aid, ahd super¬ 
vised volunteers to act as 
readers, guides, or drivers for 
the blind. 

The Annual Harvest involves 
the distribution of envelopes 
through a pyramid organization 
of captains, lieutenants, and 
sergeants in each community. 
Money placed in these envelopes 
during the six weeks of the 
drive will go to support the 
agency, which receives no funds 
from any other organization.
